Yet it must not per- 
mit runaway inflation by mak- 
ing borrowing easy. 


Already the board is criticized 


as contributing to inflation by 
those who feel too much money 
is flowing to the economy. An 
excess of dollar bills permits 
buyers to increase their demand 
for goods. Production, however, 
is not spurred. Instead, manu- 
facturers increase prices. 


During inflationary times, the 


board generally can be expected 
to order member banks to res- 
trict their flow of credit to bor- 
rowers. This slows.the flow of 
money available for spending. It 
presses down 
on 
demand. 


Prices stabilize. 


Should the board then begin 


now to lessen the flow of money 
and help stifle inflation? And, 
say the critics, send interest 
rates even higher,?.Wouldn't this 
cause a depression in 'sorrie' in- 
dustries, notably housing? 


Above all, wouldn't it make 


the government's task of financ- 
ing and fighting a war all the 
more difficult? 


Some analysts now are bet- 


ting that the war will determine 
board policy. Regardless of in- 
flation, 
they 
say, 
the board 


must provide money for fighting 
the war.- 
; The alternatives to traditional 
action are few. Last year the 
ijoard tried an innovation, ask- 
ijig banks to restrict loans to 
qertain customers 
voluntarily.

White Clover 
Tests Better 
in Hope Area 


FAYETTEVILLE - In white 


clover variety (railsconducted by 
the University of Arkansas Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, the 
two-year average herbage yield 
of Hogal was significantly higher 
than that of Idaho Common at 
Fayetlevlllo. Stands 
of 
Idaho 


Common were inferior to those of 
Kegal, Ladlno, and Louisiana S-l 
at the end of the first harvest sea- 
son and were depleted still fur- 
ther during tho second season. 


In a trial seeded at the South- 


west Branch Experiment Station, 
Hope, Louisiana S-l was signifi- 
cantly higher than Idano and New 
Zealand varieties. Dr. M. 
S. 


Offutt, agronomist with the Ex- 
periment Station says these yield 
differences were largely the re- 
sult of differences in stand sur- 
vival, 


Qffutt goes on to say that in. 


another trial at Hope, Louisiana 
S-l and Regal were significantly 
higher than Ladino and Nolan's 
Improved, and the latter two were 
significantly higher than the two 
Idaho entries in total herbage 
yield. 


In these trials Kegal survived 


the hot, dry weather better than 
any of the other varieties and 
produced an adequate quantity of 
seed for natural reseoding, says 
Offutt. it also equalled Ladlno in 
rate of recovery after cutting. 
Louisiana 
S-l 
performed es- 


pecially well at Hope and, al- 
though it did nol recover as rapid- 
ly after cutting as Kegal or I Ad loo 
it maintained stands well through 
natural 
re-seeding at both loca- 


tions. Ladino, on the other hand, 
did nol reseed as well at Hope as 
it did at Fayettevllle. New Zea- 
land and the Idaho entries tiki 
not perform satisfactorily, siys 
CXfutt.

Yes for one antl No for another then you will simply be 
fouling up the issue —If that's how you feel then you 
should vole NO on all three propositions. 


For the success of the$765,000streetlwtxi program 


depends on the full amount being approved, yet for legal 
reasons the program has to be divided Into three bond 
issues. Obviously you must vote YES on all three — 
splitting your vote is equivalent to saying NO. 


We mentioned the three-part bond issue yesterday. 


Here's the detailed explanation: 


PROPOSAL NO. 1 —To authorize a $539,000bond

PROPOSAL NO. 2 — This authorizes a bond issue of 


$120,000 supported by a $5 license tax against all Hope- 
motor vehicles. 


PROPOSAL NO. 3 — This last proposition Is for a 


$97,000 bond issue to which Is pledged the required 
part of the City's jxirking meter revenue. 


The total of those three Issues Is the $765,000 street 


bond program —obviously you will want to vote either 
YES on ALL THREE or NO for ALL THREE. 


The bond program won't cover all city streets; it is 


essentially a program to build arterial or trunk-lint' 
.streets across town north-south and east-west. Some 
cittxens will object: "But It doesn't pave the street on 
which I live." But it offers thorn hope for the future, 
are! we'll discuss that tomorrow in our final comment. 


'Hie Arkansas highway network wasn't built at one 


Unit, as we pointed out yesterday. It began with con- 
struction of trunk-line roads, then progressed to the 
linking up of all the county-seat towns—until today 
when we've finally gotten around to building farm-to- 
rnaikct roads. 


This suggests the pattern for city street Improve- 


ment, too. 


But wi> tin IMVP to make a start. 
That's the real Issue next Tuesday. 
Do we start —or don't we?

WASHINGTON (AP) - A sen- 


ator says the federal antlpover* 
ty agency whitewashed charges 
by Houston's mayor that Negro 
antlpoverty workers helped fo* 
ment racial unrest In the Texas 
city. 


The charge by Sen. Karl E. 


Mundt, R-S.D., came Thursday 
after Mayor Louie Welch re- 
vealed to a Senate panel prob- 
ing U.S. riots the contents of a 
letter he wrote anttpoverty chief 
Sargent Shrlver, director of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity. 


Welch's letter to Shrlver was 


dated May 24, a week after ra- 
cial unrest erupted into a riot at 
Texas Southern University in 
which one policeman was killed 
and two others were shot. 


The letters asserted that local 


antipoverty agency employes in 
Houston 
claimed to be holding 


down racial tension but actually 
wove helping feed it. 


The mayor's letter, disclosed 


in full for Ihe first time at the 
hearing, said that three antlpov- 
erty 
workers — Identified 
as 


Roosevelt 
Huffpower, 
Bertaln 


English and Robert Technel- 
had made these statements: 


— "When Is your racist mayor 


going to wake up to the fact that 
this town is going to burn down 
If he doesn't do something?" 


— "The shooting by students 


at TSU was Justified because 
the white roan has been op- 
pressing the Negro for 300 years 
and now it is the black man's 
turn. 


— "Don't you know this town 


people just waiting to loot the 
stores?" 


The mayor said the state- 


ments were made outside a 
meeting called last spring to 
organize a demonstration. 


Subcommittee Chairman John 


L. McClellan, D-Ark., sail he 
regarded 
the statements cited 


by Welch as "inflammatory and 
threatening" and asked if the 
poverty employes were ever dis- 
charged. 


Welch 
said 
the men were 


fired during an August reorgani- 
zation of the Houston antlpover- 
ty 
agency. 
And he said the 


agency has since "ben most 
helpful to us." 


But Welch said It was two 


months before he got a reply to 
his letter to Shrlver In a letter 
signed by Walter H. Rlchter, di- 
rector of the Southwest Region- 
al OEO office. It said: 


"In no Instance have we dis- 


covered any intent or act de- 
signed to stir up violence or con- 
flict on the part of community 
action agency staff members."

Let Him Try, 
Reaction to 
LBJ Appeal

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's appeal to the 
public to telphlm fight Inflation 
by pressuring Congress for a 
tax increase is evoking a "let 
him try it" reaction from Re- 
publicans onCapitol Hill. 


In an address to a consumers' 


convention Thursday the Presi- 
dent asked the people to "make 
yourselves heard" in support of 
the tax increase and to Join him 
In fighting against higher tariffs 
on imports. 


Johnson in effect promised to 


veto any tariff legislation that 
comes 
his 
way 
when 
he 


thumped the lectern and de- 
clared, "These bills must not 
become law—and they will not 
become Uw as long as I am 
President of this country." 
Congressional 
Democrats 


were mostly silent about the 
President's remarks but Repub- 
licans 
expressed 
confidence 


Johnson would get burned if he 
tries to bring the wrath of the 
voters to bear on Congress in 
support of a tax increase. 


"Let him to to the people with 


that issue," said Chairman MeJ- 
vln R. Laird of Wisconsin, of the 
House Republics conference, 


"We'll go to the people witli 


our side of the same issue. We 
want to be sure any money 
raised by a tax increase is used 
to reduce the deficit and not for 
more spending. Then we'll talk 
about a tax increase,'' said 
Laird. 


Even among DenijOMts there 


is apparently still widespread 
doubt not only that voters favor 
a tax increase, but thaf they 
would forgive those who vote for

Jail on parole? 


This time the argtjment- 


centering on an Illinois bank 
robbery 
a 
week 
ago*-has 


reached the highest levels of 
law enforcement in the nation. 


Director J\ Edgar Hoover, of 


the Federal Bureau of Invest!- 
'gation, says the case Indicates 
parole comes too easily. 


But 
Walter 
Dunbar, new 


chairman of the U.S. Board of 
Parole and former California 
corrections director, says apre* 
liminary look at the records of 
the accused slayers convinces 
him he also would have voted to 
parole them. 


The 
indirect 
debate 
was 


prompted by the case of two pa- 
rolees from the federal peniten- 
tiary at Marion, 111,- Clifton 0. 
Daniels, 29, and Henry M. Gar- 
gano, 35. 


They have been charged with 


aggravated bank robbery in the 
$83,783 holdup of a Northlake, 
El., bank Oct. 27 in which two 
policemen were killed during a 
gun battle. Conviction on the 
federal charge could mean the 
death penalty. 


Gargano 
was paroled last 


Mu/ch after serving lOVz years 
of a 21-year sentence for bank 
robbery and escape from a pris- 
on farm. Daniels was freed last 
January after serving 6 years of 
a 15-year bank robbery sen- 
tence. 


Both have prison records dat- 


ing to their teens. 


Hoover noted Wednesday that 


both men had long criminal rec- 
ords and were on parole from 
feihral prisons. 
c 
' "It again shows the malad- 
ministration of the parole sys- 
tems of this country," he said. 
While a believer in parole, he 
said, "I do not believe in the 
sloppy method in which it is ad- 
ministered at both the federal 
and local levels." 


While the situation was new, 


Hoover's sentiments were not. 


On Jan. 14, 1937, referring to 


some of the most notorious kill- 
ers of the era—John Dillinger, 
Alvln Karpis, Baby Face Nel- 
son— Hoover told a congression- 
al committee, "We have in- 
numberable Instances of pa- 
roled convicts who go out and 
commit crime again." 


Dunbar, who has been in pe- 


nology for 26 years but was 
named to the board only five 
months ago, said in an inter- 
view Thursday every parole 
board in the nation faces a di- 
lemma in deciding whether to 
grant parole. 


"It's easy to see if a prisoner 


has had his teeth fixed in pris- 
on, or has learned to tune an en-

850 Cong

Reports from the fighting to* 


day said three Americans and 
28 Communists were killed and 
34 Americans wounded. The de- 
fenders of Loc Nlnh, grown to 
about 5,000 with arrival of a bat- 
talion from the U.S. 25th Infan- 
try Division, have reported a to- 
tal of 11 Americans and 23 
South Vietnamese killed and 66 
Americans and 74 South Viet- 
namese wounded in the six-day 
battle. 


U.S. officers said the Commu- 


nist tactic of sending civilians 
ahead of the attack forces "na- 
urally restricted" the defend- 
ers' answering fire in the first 
stages of fighting today around 
the town, 72 miles north of Sai- 
gon near the Caralodlan border. 


But the defenders hit the ene- 


my with artillery, air strikes .

armed with rapid-firing gatllng 
guns. 


In the air war against North 


Vietnam, poor weather persist- 
ed for the third day over the Ha- 
nol-Halphong area Thursday, 
limiting U.S. pilots mostly to the 
southern panhandle.
